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Pub owners prosecuted 
for poor hygiene standards

SOUTH Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council has success¬ 
fully prosecuted the 
owners of the Travellers 
Rest pub, Roundham, for 
multiple food hygiene of¬ 
fences dating back to July 
2012 and despite warn¬ 
ings, conditions had not 
improved sufficiently to 
comply with legal stan¬ 
dards. 

On April 25th, owners 
of the pub, Peter Barnes 
and Diane Johnson, ap¬ 
peared at Taunton Crown 
Court for the sentencing 
of eight food hygiene of¬ 
fences to which they had 
pleaded guilty in Yeovil 
Magistrates Court in No¬ 
vember 2012. 

Judge Ticehurst sen¬ 
tenced the couple each to 
a two year conditional 
discharge and granted a 
prohibition order, that 
they be prohibited from 
the management of any 
food business in future. 

In summing up, the 
Judge said the prohibition 
order was granted to 
“protect members of the 
public from harm caused 
by their continual failing 
to maintain adequate hy¬ 
giene standards”. 

The court heard that 
during an inspection on 
July 9th 2012, environ¬ 
mental health officers 
found very poor stan¬ 
dards of cleanliness and 
maintenance throughout 
the pub. Examples of 
poor hygiene included a 
pet food dripping a 
“blood-like substance” 
stored in the same fridge 
as food meant for human

consumption, no hot 
water available at a sink 
intended for the washing 
of food, no hot water at a 
basin intended for clean¬ 
ing hands, various equip¬ 
ment and fittings were 
found in a filthy state and 
no food safety manage¬ 
ment plan had been put 
in place, implemented or 
maintained. 

In hearing the council’s 
application to prohibit 
Mr Barnes and Miss 
Johnson from managing 
a food business in future, 
Judge Ticehurst referred 
to the council’s evidence 


indicating a long history 
of failure by the business 
to maintain adequate hy¬ 
giene standards. 

Alasdair Bell, Environ¬ 
mental Health Manager 
said: “We inspect a sig¬ 
nificant number of food 
businesses every year 
and when issues are 
picked up owners almost 
always follow our advice 
and quickly make the 
changes which are 
needed to keep people 
safe when they eat out. 

“However, when peo¬ 
ple refuse to listen and 
do not operate their 


kitchens or restaurants in 
a safe and hygienic way, 
we will prosecute them. 

“We want businesses of 
all kinds to survive dur¬ 
ing the recession, but 
we’re very aware that 
public health and food 
hygiene cannot be ig¬ 
nored.” 

Councillor Peter Seib, 
Portfolio Holder for Reg¬ 
ulatory and Democratic 
Services said: “The Trav¬ 
eller’s Rest is exactly the 
sort of pub that people 
stop at on holiday. The 
owners just didn’t seem 
to realise that their 
sloppy kitchen habits 
could have been very se¬ 


rious for a child or eld¬ 
erly relative. At best they 
risked ruining a family’s 
holiday but at worst they 
could have allowed a 
lethal bug through. 

“The council tries hard 
to support trade, but here 
all our help and advice 
was wasted. This was 
getting dangerous and 
the council had to act. 
Residents and visitors 
need to be confident that 
food businesses in the 
district are clean and safe 
to eat at.” 

The publicans have de¬ 
clared they will carry on 
trading without serving 
food.

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A witty take on Shakespeare's Hamlet 


THEATRE REVIEW

WITTY, highly entertain¬ 
ing with a magnificent 
set would be the best 
way to sum up this 
week's production of "I 
Hate Hamlet" by mem¬ 
bers of Ilminster Enter¬ 
tainment Society. 

The play, written by 
Paul Rudnick and di¬ 
rected by Anna Bower- 
man, is a wonderful 
story, reminiscent to 
some degree of that 
classic ghostly tale 
"Blythe Spirit" 

The basic plot is just 
that, but the scripting 
wordy enough to make 
it a very well-rounded 
story. With a mischie¬ 
vous, champagne-drink¬ 
ing ghost of John 
Barrymore, only visible 
to certain members of 
the cast, pushing a 
young man to play 
Shakespeare's most fa¬ 
mous character against 
his own judgement, 
there is a great deal of 
bravado and passion 
flowing on stage, punc¬ 
tuated by the clever lan¬ 
guage and girlish 
romance. 

The laughs come natu¬ 
rally from the storyline, 
played out by a cast of 


only six, who did a won¬ 
derful job of picking out 
their characters foibles 
and using them to their 
fullest. 

Sylvie Webber, as the 
29-year-old virgin girl¬ 
friend was an absolute 
delight, floating into 
dreamy shades of Ophe¬ 
lia to try and get her 
ideal prince. 

Relative newcomer to 
the Ilminster stage, 
Adam Smith, as the 
young would-be Ham¬ 
let, Andrew Rally, was a 
perfect casting. 

A magnificent image of 
the dashing prince with 
undertones of a cliched 
American TV actor, try¬ 
ing to weigh money 
against integrity. He was 
spurred on by the Cali¬ 
fornian agent, played by 
Rob Stephens, who 
swallowed the stage 
with his brashness dur¬ 
ing every entrance. 

Hamlet, the ghost of 
John Barrymore, was 
masterfully played by 
Patrick Knox, who was 
obviously enjoying 


every moment of his 
wicked character, teas¬ 
ing those who couldn't 
see him and toying with 
those who could. 

Additional characters 
were the real estate 
agent, played very be¬ 
lievably by Jo Neagle, 
and the theatrical agent 
with a little secret, Mar¬ 
garet Ballard, charming 
and elegant. 

The Goodalls who built 
the set and Chris Acker¬ 
man who dressed it are 
to be congratulated, as 
the room is so key to the 
story, it was a job well 
done. 

Audiences for local 
plays in recent months 
have been a bit thin on 
the whole and the soci¬ 
ety are appealing for 
local people who value 
having a theatre in the 
town to support it or 
face losing it. 

The show continued 
tonight (Friday) and to¬ 
morrow, with curtains 
7.30pm.

HOW did you cope with Real Time Informa¬ 
tion (RTI) for the first month, April 2013? 

Are you aware that you should be making 
submissions of employee payment and de¬ 
duction information when or before pay¬ 
ments are made to employees? 

Did you fall into the trap of believing that 
there was a reprieve from reporting this infor¬ 
mation online until 5 October 2013? 

This is a quote from information published 
to HMRC's website: 

HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) recognise that 
some small employers who pay employees 
weekly , or more frequently, but only process 
their payroll monthly may need longer to adapt 
to reporting PAYE information in real time. 
HMRC have therefore agreed a relaxation of re¬ 
porting arrangements for small businesses. 

Until 5 October 2013, employers with fewer 
than 50 employees, who find it difficult to report 
every payment to employees at the time of pay¬ 
ment, may send information to HMRC by the 
date of their regular payroll run but no later than 
the end of the tax month (5th). 

This is a temporary relaxation to give some 
extra time to small businesses that pay weekly 
(or more frequently) but who only run their pay¬ 
roll (or use an agent to run their payroll) at the 
end of the month. This extra time will enable 
these businesses to adapt their processes or 
change their arrangements with their payroll 
service supplier so that they can comply with the 


new legislation. 

From April 2013, employers who choose to 
take advantage of this relaxation will still need 
to report their PAYE in real time by the last pay¬ 
day in the month or the end of the tax month 
(5th) at the latest. 

This is not a withdrawal of the requirement 
to report PAYE in real time. All employers are 
still required to operate PAYE in real time 
and we expect most employers to be report¬ 
ing PAYE in real time from their first payday 
on or after 6th April. 

From 6th October all employers will be re¬ 
quired to report PAYE in real time each time they 
pay their employees. However HMRC will con¬ 
tinue to work with employer representatives 
during the summer to assess and understand 
the impact of RTI on the smallest businesses and 
consider whether they can make improvements 
to real time reporting which will address their 
concerns without compromising the benefits of 
RTI or the success of the Department for Work & 
Pension's Universal Credit.

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County election results 


THE Conservative Party has retained overall control 
of Somerset County Council after residents went to 
the polls last Thursday, although Chard elected the 
first and only UKIP candidate to win a seat in the 
South Somerset area. 

After all the results were counted for 54 out of the 
55 electoral divisions, Conservatives held 28 seats 
(down seven from 2009), Liberal Democrats 18 
(down three), Labour three (up one), UK Independ¬ 
ence Party three (no seats in 2009) and independents 
two (no seats in 2009) .The Coker division will be 
contested on May 16th due to the death of a candi¬ 
date. 

Overall turnout was 35.6 per cent, a decrease com¬ 
pared to 42 per cent in 2009. 

The council leader and chairman will be elected at 
the next full council meeting, which will take place 
on May 21st. 

The local results were as follows: 


• Chard North - Nigel Pearson (UKIP), 987 votes, 
33.4 per cent; 

• Chard South - Jill Shortland (Liberal Democrat), 
833 votes, 38.2 per cent; 

• Crewkerne - John Dyke (Liberal Democrat), 1,329 
votes, 46 per cent; 

• Ilminster - Linda Vijeh (Conservative), 956 votes, 
29.1 per cent; 

• Martock - John Bailey (Liberal Democrat), 1,078 
votes, 34.4 per cent; 

• South Petherton and Islemoor - Christopher Le 
Hardy (Conservative), 1,096 votes, 33.8 per cent. 

Crewkerne councillor John Dyke sad he was de¬ 
lighted to be re-elected last week, adding: “May I 
thank everyone for their huge support in last Thurs¬ 
day’s election. It is a continuing honour for me to rep¬ 
resent my home town at County Hall and, as ever, I 
will represent everyone whether or not they voted for 
me, to the very best of my ability.” 


Start date announced for new Chard homes 


A GROUP of landowners and developers, led by Persim¬ 
mon Homes and Hannick Homes, have announced that 
they expect to make a start on the long-awaited Chard 
Eastern Development Area (CEDA) in 2016. 

On behalf of the East Chard Development Consor¬ 
tium, Jamie Lewis said: "We will be carrying out public 
consultation during summer 2013 and making our out¬ 
line planning application in spring 2014. 

"We hope to be on site by autumn 2016 and, if all 
goes according to plan, the first homes will be ready for 
occupation in 2017. 

"In total, the consortium hopes to provide nearly 
1,900 new homes in our developments in Chard. This 
will be achieved over the next 15 years." 

The consortium will be seeking planning permission 
to develop land to the south east of Chard between the 
A358 and the A30. Their plans acknowledge the ambi¬ 
tion of the Chard Regeneration Scheme (CRS). 


The plans have been welcomed in principle by South 
Somerset District Council who, along with town and 
county councils, have worked hard to defend the 
agreed Regeneration Plan against ad hoc development 
on sites that provide no strategic transport improve¬ 
ment and lie outside the CRS phased growth plan. 

Councillor Jo Roundell Greene, chairman of the Chard 
Regeneration Scheme board, added:"Our strategy aims 
to deliver development that fits with local ambition. We 
need planned strategic growth which brings with it so¬ 
lutions to the problems the town faces. These include 
a lack of footfall, limited quality public space, a short¬ 
age of good sport and leisure facilities and traffic con¬ 
gestion. 

"The East Chard Development Consortium plans will 
help address these issues by delivering well over half 
of all the new homes we need to make Chard an even 
better place to live and work."

Report on A303 proposals 
presented to government 


IMPROVING the A303 corridor could deliver a 
multi-billion pound boost to the national economy and 
save hundreds of lives, according to independent re¬ 
search presented to the government last month. 

A partnership lobbying for vital improvements dis¬ 
cussed the report’s findings with Transport Minister 
Stephen Hammond. 

He committed the Highways Agency to working 
with the partnership on further preparatory work to 
understand the benefits of any improvements. Al¬ 
though Mr Hammond could not promise any funding 
at this stage, he has asked for another meeting in late 
summer when he will know what funding is available. 

Removing notorious bottlenecks on the A303, A358 
and A30 between Andover, Taunton and Honiton 
could see a £41billion boost for jobs and growth in the 
South West from improved reliability and safety, at a 
fraction of the cost the report says. 

The A303 and A30 sections are part of the national 
trunk road network so securing ministerial support for 
government investment is crucial. 

The report from Somerset, Devon and Wiltshire 
county councils and the Heart of the South West Local 
Enterprise Partnership says route improvements could 
create more than 21,000 new jobs, and an extra £12 
billion for the South West tourism sector. Research by 
independent consultants Parsons Brinckerhoff shows 
that improving the route could prevent 1,807 fatal or 
serious casualties from road accidents. 

Momentum is building behind the campaign with 
heavyweight support from MPs, Swindon and Wilt¬ 
shire LEP, Cornwall and Isles of Scilly LEP, Plymouth 
and Torbay councils, AgustaWestland, The Eden Proj¬ 
ect and the emergency services. 

Partnership spokesperson Paula Hewitt, Somerset 


County Council director with responsibility for trans¬ 
port schemes, said: “Stephen Hammond was very pos¬ 
itive throughout the meeting about the benefits of an 
A303 corridor improvement scheme. 

“We know travelling on the A303 can be intolerable 
and the recent flooding has underlined the vulnerabil¬ 
ity of strategic transport routes serving the South West 
peninsula. If we are serious about economic growth, 
this vital artery needs to be brought into the 21st cen¬ 
tury. 

“Our outline economic case sets out what can be 
achieved and the many billions of pounds in benefits 
it would bring. Updating the A303, A358 and A30 is 
vital. Nearly 90 per cent of businesses surveyed for 
this report said the unreliability of the route is damag¬ 
ing their business.” 

In their contributions to the economic case, 
AgustaWestland said the proposed improvements 
would allow its logistics movements to be “unhin¬ 
dered by the current delays so often encountered”, and 
the Fleet Air Arm Museum said tourists considering 
trips there and to other South West destinations would 
not have to factor in a lengthy delay into their travel 
plans. 

The report calls for a government commitment to the 
long-term improvement of the whole route to dual car¬ 
riageway, supported by early enhancements to provide 
quick benefits. 

Three sections are highlighted in the report for ur¬ 
gent priority: dualling the Sparkford to Ilchester sec¬ 
tion, a series of smaller scale improvements between 
Ilminster and Honiton to improve the efficiency of the 
route, and dualling the Chicklade Bottom to Mere sec¬ 
tion.

Visiting slots available for visually impaired 


SOMERSET Sight, the local independent charity for 
blind and partially sighted people in Somerset, has an¬ 
nounced it will be accepting more clients for their vis¬ 
iting service in the South Somerset area. 

Somerset Sight's Visiting Service has been operating 
for 15 years and has supported thousands of visually 
impaired people in that time. Trained and vetted vol¬ 
unteers are matched with a client by a co-ordinator and 
volunteers visit people on average twice a month. 

These volunteers support visually impaired people in 
a number of ways. For example, by reading their mail, 
taking them to the shops or Post Office or just by hav¬ 
ing a cup of tea and a chat. In the past, potential service 
users have had to be referred via social services. How¬ 
ever, people can now refer themselves or a friend or rel¬ 
ative without having to meet social services criteria. 
The only condition the charity has is that potential serv¬ 


ice users need to have some degree of sight loss. 

Clients will be expected to contribute towards the 
costs of running the service. The annual subscription 
is £25 and the hourly charge is £5. If a service user 
would like to go out then they will have to cover the 
cost of fuel or public transport. All new clients are enti¬ 
tled to a three month trial period before charges are 
levied. 

The charity is also looking for a specific volunteer in 
the South Chard area to support a visually impaired 
mum with her lively six year old son. This mother would 
really appreciate someone to help her do things like 
take her son out the park.
